Saskatchewan border. Anyone in 
the border’ area should ‘keep bait 
in all feed stacks and around 
granaries so that any rats mov- 
ing in may be killed off before 
they become established. Anyone 
seeing or suspecting rats should 
report to their Pest Control Of- 
ficer or Field Supervisor. Pois- 
ons for rat control are available 
free of charge from the Pest Con- 
trol Officer.

Coyote Control: 

Coyotes seem to be quite nu- 


“ merous around the country and 


some people have reported loss 
of poultry. A few strychnine pel- 
lets or cyanide guns will quickly 
do away with the trouble mak- 
ers. Any farmer can use these 
control measures to protect his 
livestock so don’t take unneces- 
sary losses.

"RECORDS"

One word can often set off a 
long train of thought, leading one 
over a long road of memories and 
impressions, not always in, context. 
In this case the word is “record” 
in the connection brought from a 
dream to an accomplished fact by 
one T, A. Edison. 

My earliest remembrance of 
“records” is of a time when at a 
junior age I first saw a “talking 
machine” at a neighboring home. 
Two things stand out clearly in 
childish memories; the sweeping 


black moustache, of the man who 
possessed this wonderful inven- 
tion, and the tremendous morning- 
glory horn of the thing itself. The 
shape of the records and the na- 
ture of the music both evade mem- 
ory, but remembered clearly is the 
gentle swaying of the owner's 
hand as, with closed eyes, he kept. 
time to the music, the motion 
seeming transmitted also to his 
dark hirsute adornment. 


Oddly enough the second strong 
recollection of “records” was a 
number of years later, when a son 
of that home, then “paching it” 
across the road, purchased a Vic- 
trola and brought it to provide 


evenings of entertainment for his 
neighbors. Now the magic instru- 
ment was a neat golden oak case 
with a chaste front grille. 
cylindrical records of. that time, 


heard occasionally now as collec-|- - 


tor’s items, sound squeaky, tinny, 
“ticky” .,. but they were beauti- 
ful music then. Never-forgotten 
numbers were the Edison Quar- 
tette in ‘‘When the Roll is Called 
up Yonder’; humor sparkled in 
“The Preacher and the Bear” and 
“The Abba Dabba Song”, recently 
revived; romance flowered in “Dear 
Louise’; national music sounded 
in “The Ride of the Thuringian 
Hussars”, with its chiming “How 
Can I Leave Thee?” a frail, ex- 
quisite sound-flower in the dark 
forest-thunder of. the martial 
strains . . . and then I heard for 
the first time Caruso, Schumann- 
Heink, Harry Lauder ,. . 


Time marches on, and comes the 
“platter,” with the quality and 
quantity increased a thousand- 
fold. The field is wide, from mag- 
nificent renditions of classics by 
world-famous orchestras to the 
acrobatic arias, of Presley and 
other ululations of assorted leath-

ing on into a broadening field, of 
tape recordings. 


But another memory record is 
of the great National Library of 
The Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind, in its headquarters 
in’ Toronto. In Toronto, yes, but 
its facilities are available to blind 
people everywhere in Canada. A 
large room, it is filled with the 
familiar “stacks,” a generous part 
of them adapted for the sturdy 
carrying cases of the ‘Talking 
Books,” the records on which are 
read books of humor, drama, ro- 
mance, mystery, in fact, ‘‘every- 
thing worth recording” to the tune 
of more than 1,300 titles, several 
sets of each title ,on a low calcu- 
lation of averages, at least 85,000 
records. 

Shakespeare, Buchan, Gals- 
worthy, Hemingway, Queen, Lin 
Yutang, Cronin, Douglas, are au- 
thors picked at random, and there 
are also the poets and the writers 
of non-fiction. Every working day 
it requires the capacity of several 
trucks to carry to the post office 
approximately a ton and a half of 
records to be sent to blind people 
registered with The Canadian Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind; from 
coast to coast by train, and by 
air-lift to the Yukon, to more 
than 2,700 blind library members 
. and this does not include the 
readers of embossed type—Braille 
. and, bear in mind, all this is 
“for free’ to the blind, without 
even carrying charges. 


To a person who has loved lit- 
erature a world emptied of it 
through blindness is indeed a bar- 
ren ground, but a road to the rich- 
ness of reading leads through the 
Institute library. Yes, this is one 
of the greatest of recorded memor- 
ies. Tomorrow perhaps “platters” 
will be replaced by the lesser bulk 
of sound tapes, but the service will 
go on. . 

From the morning-glory horn 
to the neat little hutch of the Vic- 
‘trola; to the smart plastic port- 
able record-players, from the cyl- 
inders to the platters and, in the 
days ahead, to the tapes... it is 
a wonderful thing to have seen 
that progress. For that first gift, 
and for that great one of later 
\days, the ‘Talking Book”, Thomas

New procedure available to enforce 
small claims in the courts 


The Small Claims Enforcement 
Act, providing a new and simple 
procedure for citizens to enforce 
small claims in the courts, will 
become effective September . 21, 
1959, Attorney General Hon. R. A. 
Walker announced. The new Act 
will become effective on that date 
by proclamation of the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. 


The new Act replaces the Small 
Debt Recovery Act, and it differs 
from the latter in that it covers 
claims for damages as well as 
debt. It also provides for the as- 
sistance of a magistrate in draw- 
ing up a claim and eliminates the 
awarding of costs of any kind. It 
also provides a procedure whereby, 
if both parties are willing, they 
may in effect have their dispute 
arbitrated by both parties appear- 
ing voluntarily before a magis- 
trate without.any other formality. 

Mr. Walker explained that the 
new Act permits any person with 
a claim for debt, damage, or the 
recovery of goods, where the 
amount involved is under $200, to 
go to a provincial magistrate for 
assistance. , 

“The magistrate, after obtain- 
ing particulars, may help the 
claimant prepare a summons, in- 
cluding a statement of the claim, 
if he thinks that the claim has any 
merit,” Mr. Walker went on. 

“Once this has been done the 
summons can be served and the 
matter proceed to trial on a fixed 
day without further formalities,” 
he said. “Both parties appear in 
court and the magistrate may hear 
evidence under oath as in a normal 
trial. The iaagistrate’s decision 
may be appealed to the District 
Court and to the Court of Appeal.” 


of a legal remedy for small claims. 
Lawyers’ fees and the delays and 
formalities of litigation all provide 
serious obstacles to the average 
person. This.is particularly true of 
small retail accounts, and small 
damage actions arising out of 
automobile accidents. The new 
procedures will permmit any per- 
son, either by himself’ or through 
an agent ,to bring his claim before 
the courts with little expense and 
delay.” 


“This new procedure does not in 
any way interfere with the exist- 
ing District Court jurisdiction 
over such matters, but is only in- 
tended to provide an alternative 
method of enforcement,” he said. 

Mr. Walker stated further that

ARTHRITIS 


The Canadian Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Society says there 
are six simple rules the public can 
adopt to minimize their chances 
of gettirg arthritis, the nation’s 
worst crippler. 


They are: (1). When you injure 
a joint, get prompt medical care; 
(2) Avoid sudden and _ repeated 
ttrain on joints; (3) Warm’ up 
muscles before engaging. in hard 
work; (4) Avoid overweight; (5) 
Avoid excessive exposure to damp- 
ness and cold; (6) Avoid tension 
and anxiety. 


You can't be sure of avoiding 
arthritis by adopting these rules, 
says the Society, but you can 
lessen the risk. Besides, all six 
rules are good ones to follow in 
the. interests. of general good 
health. The CARS supports a na- 
tion-wide program of research de- 
signed to find, eventually, both 
causes and cures of this ancient 
malady. 


Ontario studies 
Man. land titles 


Operations of Manitoba's land 
titles set-up, widely recognized 
across Canada for its high stand- 
ard, has just been studied by the 
director of titles for the province 
of Ontario, W. Marsh. Magwood, 
QC. 

Hon. Sterling Lyon, attorney- 
general, said that Mr. Magwood, 
the author of a book on the On- 
tario land titles system, was par- 
ticularly interested in the’ surveys 
set-up here, and in the close su- 
pervision given to sub-division 
plans, 

The registrar-general for the 
province of Manitoba, Harold Mc- 
Kay, explained that as a result of 
thorough surveys supervision, it 
was almost unheard-of to have a 
boundaries dispute in Manitoba, or 
to have titles overlapping. 


He said the accepted practice in 
Manitoba has been to allow a mar- 
gin of error of no more than one 
foot in 20,000 in city areas, one 
foot in 10,000 in other urban 
areas, and one foot in 5,000 in 
rural areas. In most jurisdictions, 
the accepted -margin of error is 
one foot in 5,000 for the whole 
province. 

In 1958, Ontario passed the Cer- 
tification of Titles Act, . dealing 
specifically with urban sub-divi- 
sions. Mr. Magwood is studying 
land titles operations in the west 
in the light of this act.

National egg trophy 
comes to Saskatchewan 


The silver trophy for the high- 
est scoring egg display at the 
Canadian National Exhibition, Tor- 
onto, has been brought to western 
Canada for the first time in recent 
years. Mr. and Mrs, August Schil- 
ler of the Zenith poultry farm four 
miles east of Regina received the 
award, it was announced by E. M. 
Campbell, poultry commissioner 
for the: Saskatchewan department 
of Agriculture. 


Saskatchewan entries captured 
10 firsts and two second prizes in 
the Canada-wide competition. With 
a total of 14 entries, this means 
that more than 71 -percent -Sask- 
atchewan entries took first place 
awards, which compares to 43 per- 
cent for Manitoba, 36 percent for 
Ontario, and 17 percent for Al- 
berta. — 


“This is a remarkable achieve- 
ment,” said Mr. Campbell, “in the 
light of a recent survey which 
showed that 50 percent of Sask- 
atchewan eggs.are below normal.” 

“It also points out,” he contin- 
ued,” that quality eggs are being 
produced right in the midst of this 
sub-standard performance of the 


poultry industry. Such quality pro- 
duction should receive some recog- 


nition besides award winning out 
side the province.” . 


“This might be accomplished by 


the ‘quality egg program’ now 
being developed by the depart- 
ment,” continued Mr. 
“Under this program producers 
who have the necessary facilities 
to produce high quality eggs 
would be registered. A quality seal 
used on the carton would identify 
their product.” F 

This would provide a “continu- 
ous award” to careful producers, 
he said, and should inspire medi- 
ocre producers to improve their 
management in order to qualify 
under the program. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schiller who work 
as a team, and who have been in 
the poultry business for only one 
and a half years, have twice won 
first prizes at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition, and now the re- 
cent distinction of the silver 
trophy. : 

“We took over the 2,800 leg- 
horn poultry farm because wheat

|Athlete’s foot —

Athlete’s' foot is ‘ci ly not 
confined to any one group of peo- 
ple, but is a widespread skin in- 
fection occurring throughout the 
world, particularly in the hot and 
in the temperate regions, accord- 
ing to an article in the current 
issue of Health Magazine, official 
publication of the Health League 
of Canada, . 

The article, which was written 
by Drs. Gibson E, Craig, and F. 
Blank, points out that epider- 
mophytosis, the medical name for 
athlete’s foot, is not even restrict- 
ed to the feet, but may affect any 
part of the smooth skin. 

Fungi thrive best in warm and 
moist environment. It is no sur- 
prise, then, that athlete's foot 
most often starts between the 
fourth arid fifth toe, where mois- 
ture and heat produce softening 
and macerating of the skin. These 
conditions not only create an ideal 
climate for the growth of the’ 
fungi; but also allow.the entrance 
of bacteria. : , 

The early symptoms of athlete’s 
foot are only burning and itching. 
People who have normally cool 
feet can develop athlete’s foot in 
a few days by wearing socks and’ 
shoes which produce sweating. 

During’ the past ‘two decades, 
drugs have been discovered for the 
successful treatment of the worst 
bacterial infections of man. Un- 
fortunately, little progress has 
been made in finding specific rem- 
edies for the treatment of fungus 
infections. - ‘ 

Here are a few simple rules for 
prevention of athlete’s foot: 

I. The feet should be washed 
frequently and dried with care, 
particularly between the toes. 

2. Dusting powder used after 
the bath‘ will help to prevent 
maceration. iH 

3. Loose or open weave shoes 
are valuable for those who per- 
spire heavily or are on their feet 
for long periods, especially during 
the hot weather. 

It is not wise to use strong 
remedies on feet which are sus- 
pected of being infected by fungi. 
Most serious cases are produced 
by over treatment, especially if 
there is a secondary infection due 
to bacteria. ; ae
